, Measles  was  first  notified  in -the  District  in  March  and  until 
the  end  of  August  one  or  two  fresh  cases  occurred  nearly  every  week.  At 
the  beginning  of  September  the  disease  began  to  reach  epidemic 
proportions  and  in  one  week  in  mid-October,  7 2 cases  were  notified.  As 
a result  of  the  disease,  Woodford  School  had  to  be  closed  for  a fortnight. 
The  infection  was  largely  of  a mild  type,  and  there  were  no  deaths. 

Forty  cases  of  Diptheria  were  notified,  one  more  than  last 
year.  The  majority  of  the  cases  were  in  Hazel  Grove  and  the  part  of 
Bramhall  immediately  adjacent. 

3 . Joint  Drainage  Scheme. 

On  6th  November,  1940,  the  joint  drainage  scheme  for  the  areas 
of  Cheadle  & Gatley,  Bramhall,  Poynton  and  Woodford,  was  declared  open 
by  the  Mayor  of  Manchester.  The  scheme  as  it  affects  Bramhall  has 
involved  the  laying  of  over  seven  miles  of  sewers  which  in  addition  to 
superseding  the  main  sewers  laid  down  about  1890,  has  made  provision 
for  the  future  needs  of  the  Parish  of  Woodford,  recently  incorporated 
in  the  Urban  District,  and  also  for  the  reception  of  sewage  from  the 
Parish  of  Poynton.  It  has  had  the  effect  of  relieving  the  Ladybrook  of 
the  effluent  from  two  sewage  disposal  works  sev/ering  a population  of 
15>570*  The  sewage  is  now  taken  and  treated  by  the  Manchester  Corporation 
at  their  sewage  disposal  works  at  Davyhulme. 

4,  Centralised  Slaughtering  of  Meat, 

As  a result  of  the  Livestock  (Restriction  of  Slaughtering) 

Order,  1940,  of  the  Ministry  of  Food,  all  loc  UL  slaughtering, with  the 
exception  of  Messrs.  Simpsons  Limited  at  High  Lane,  was  transferred  to 
a Central  Slaughter-house  at  Gordon  Street,  Stockport.  Protests  were 
lodged  with  the  Ministries  of  Food  and  Health,  as  to  the  conditions  of 
the  place  and  it  is  expected  that  the  premises  will  be  improved 
considerably  as  the  scheme  proceeds.
